Blood Twice 


to Save Baby

Two blood transfusions and the con- 


stant administration of oxygen had 
kept Baby George Smith alive for 36 
hours at midnight last night. Consid- 
erable improvement in the 12 day old 
infant's condition was reported by phy- 
sicians at the Chicago Memorial hos- 
pital, where the fight for life is now 
being waged. Although the child’s 
breathing was returning to normal, 
oxygen will be used until this after- 
noon at least. 


The blood transfusions were ordered 


by Dr. Isaac A. Abt, noted baby spe- 
clalist, and were responsible for’sav- 
ing the child's life, it was said, when 
even the heroic work of six firemen 
of a pulmotor squad had seemed to,

In November of 1926 she persuaded 
him to consent to a policy for $20,000, 
explaining with the salesman’s aid 
that if the premiums were found to. 
be too onerous and were not paid, of 
course the policy would be void. There 
was another moderate policy taken 
out a few weeks later. | 
Policies Total $97,000. 

In January of 1927, two months be- 
fore the murder, she cajoled Snyder 
into agreeing to another big policy, 
this one for about $23,000. The Pru- 
dential Life Insurance company fin- 
ally was committed to the payment of 
about $97,000 if Snyder came to his 
death through accident. Murder is an 
accident, so far as the man murdered 
is concerned. 

Now, Ruth Snyder was meticulous 
in the matter. of recording her house- 
hold disbursements. and in noting on 
each of her checkbook stubs the 
reason for the expenditure. But no 
stub revealed the sums paid secretly 
by her as premiums on those big poli- 
cies, nor did Snyder ever know he was 
so heavily insured. These policies and 
the canceled checks were hidden in a 
safety deposit box in another bank 
under the name of Ruth Brown. | 
The Prudential company is now 
fighting in eourt to nullify these poll- 
cies on the ground that they were ob- 
tained through fraud and conspiracy.

Planned Snyder’s Murder. 
With all this insurance money 
gling before her, Ruth began actively 
to plan her husband's death.

Snyder suf- 
fered from severe headaches, and it 
was Ruth’s habit to minister to him. 
She first put one tablet of bichloride 
of mercury in his coffee. He did not 
die. Afterward she put two, and then 
four. She confessed her chagrin to 
Judd after each of these essays in as- 
sassination proved fruitless because 
Snyder was so inconsiderate as to be- 


come violently ill after he drank the

A REAL OR A RHETORICAL 
NAVY? 

Secretary Wilbur @sks congress to appropriate 
$725,000,000 for a maval construction program. 
He is supported by Admiral Charies F. Hughes, 
chief of naval operations. In one particular the 
dullding. is designed to give the United States 
forty-three cruisers, thirty-three of the 10,000 class. 


The total is to include ships now in service or 


being built. The naval authorities say that the 
fleet is not now sufficient for national requirements 
and will remain dangerously inadequate until it 
has what is recommended. 

Naturally the British think this is an answer 
to the failure at Geneva to reach an agreement 
‘imiting the number and the armament of cruis- 
ers. They do not know what the answer means 
and most Americans do not, although we would 


be glad to take it for what it seems, an intent 


to provide a complete and balanced “fleet. 
In this puzzlement one conclusion other nations 
ean reasonably reach is that the United States 
intends to offer them peace and disarmament 
arrangements of its own liking or the alternative 
‘of going broke. It is evident that the British read 
it that way. Rear Admiral E. A. Taylor says they 
cannot be humbugged and that they will not have 
the Geneva failure pinned on them. If that is not 
the intention then the United States must seem to 
be wandering about in a daze. aint 
Mr. Kellogg of the state department is offering 
the nations a sort of modified war outlawry treaty 
and Mr. Wilbur of the navy is seeking a fleet of 
@ommerce destroyers, commerce convoys, and 
trade defenders. Im the previous congress the 
attempt to get a few of these needed ships had 
the President’s disapproval. Mr. Wilbur must 
have his approval now. The war outlawry 
schemes of Senators Borah and Curtis raised some 
sensible doubts in the White House. The sena- 
tors’ ideas did not have approval. Mr. Kellogg 
‘must have ft now. 
Army and navy men who seek to point out 
defects and mistakes both in extravagance and 
in parsimony are being silenced or removed. We 
have the best of all possible navies one day and 
the ghost of one another. We are to give the 
world a conspicuous example of going it alone in 
disarmament with the courage of gur shirt sleeves 
and then we contemplate what in full is a twenty 


- year naval program of $2,000,000,000. We baik 


at ten cruisers and then went forty-three. The 
marines are fighting in Nicaragua and the Presi- 
dent is going to Cuba to give te other republics 
a better understanding of American purposes, 

The. British disclaim responsibility for breaking 
up the Geneva conference. Upon that failure all 
this American facing two ways and walking both 
seems to be based. Possibly there is as much 
irritation in Washington as there is in London. 
As we see that conference it failed because Great 
Britain insisted upon tts needs for trade protec- 
tion. The British were thinking of the unthink- 
able war or they were thinking of the contro! of 
neutral trade when they needed to control it. 

In the world war Great Britain blockaded Ger- 
many by stationing some of the blockading ships 


off American ports. If anything like the old close 
cordon requirement was met it was on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

The apparent announcement in the Ameftcan 
cruiser program is that interference with Ameri- 
ean trede will not be permitted again. And 
rightly. The assumption elsewhere seems to be 
that the United States is a bountifully self-con- 
tained continental area where the people if closed 
from the sea could dig their own potatoes and be 
happy. It happens to have a distant and detached 
waterway which is an exposed artery. It has 
great coast lines and far away islands. Its navy 
is Gompetent if it can protect these routes and in 
ease of neutrality see that its rights are respected. 
That is one thing the cruisers are for, if they are 
Authorized and built. 

As to that there is more to be seen. The navy 
program may be merely the preliminary to an- 
‘ther invitation to further limitation negotiations. 
Even as euch it may be doubted that it will cgeate 
much new good will for the United States. 
America seems to be telling the world that it will 
have precisely ite own way and wil) get it by the 
power of its wealth. That is defensible maneuver- 
ing, but it is creating a great deal of irritation. 
The national wealth has a proper use when it is 
applied to national requirements. Such .a use

United States. We use the same machinery and 
the same industrial processes. Our stores are 
stocked with the same goods, liquor excepted. Our 
tastes in things to eat and to wear are virtually 
identical. Our homes look alike. We read the 
| same books, see the same movies, and laugh at the 
same, jokes. We play the same games, use the 
same kinds of soap and ride in the same kinds of 
automobiles. There are differences, but they fade 
into insignificance in comparison with the differ- 
ences that greet the traveler crossing any other 
national frontier. 

All this is evidence that there is a North Amer- 
ican civilization which is common to the two coun- 
tries, The two nations were settled by much the 
same sorts of people who, when they came to this 
continent, faced the same problems and solved 
them in much the same way. If it were not for 
the tariff boundary the two countries could, for 
practical purposes, be considered a single domestic 
market. A lowering of the duties, we believe, 
would be of advantage to producers on both sides 
of the line. 


THE END OF THE MAFIA 
—IN SICILY. | 


The Mafia trial in Sicily has resulted in the 
conviction of 147 of the prisoners and the ac- 
quittal of omly seven. The implication ig that 
organized terrorism has been dealt such a wal- 
lop that it is not likely to reappear in Sicily for 
some time to come, if ever, — | 

Possibly we shal] not achieve the same happy 
ending in Chicago and other American cities until | 
we modify our laws to meet the methods employed 
by Sicilian and other gunmen. The assumption 
of the prisoner’s innocence makes conviction ex- 
trémely difficult, particularly so long as the vic- 
tims are in terror of reprisals if they testify. 
Before changing the law, a change in police 
methods might be tried. The police appear to 
be without accurate, inside knowledge of the 
criminal organizations With which they are séek- 
ing to deal. As long as criminals operate indi- 
vidually the job of the detective is to trace the 
criminal after the crime has been committed. 
When crime becomes a business, as in Chicago, 
the only hope of putting an end to it is by at- 
tacking it, root as well ag branch. The capture 
and conviction of the man who fired the shot or 
set the bomb is of small use as long as the 
organization of which the crimina] is only one 
member remains to function under a leader who 
seldom is caught in an overt act, because he 
is careful seldom to commit one, 

We do not know whether our police are unable 
or unwilling to get the kind of information which 
might lead to a cleanup of the gangs in Chicago. 
Either they have no‘ adequate secret service or, 
having one, they take no advantage of it. wW. 


AVOCATIONS. 


Dr. Albert A. Michelson is known wherever 
people are familiar with scientific achievement 
as one of the foremost physicists of his day. Cer- 
tain of his researches into the nature and prop- 
erties of light have established new scientific 
fundamentals. The other day an exhibition of 
water colors and pen and ink sketches revealed 
the fact that this scientist is also an excursioner 
into the field of art. And in addition to this apti- 
tude, he plays the violin more than passably well, 
he plgys an excellent game of tennis, and is 
keenly interested in literature and the drama. 

Such men are as inspiring as they are rare. 
Many men lead intensive lives; not may possess 
the ability to lead full ones. Leonardo da Vinci 
—painter, sculptor, musician, military and civil 
engineer, anatomist, physicist, biologist, carto- 
grapher, and writer—was such a man. So was 
Benjamin Franklin—printer, journalist, scientist, 
writer, philosopher, diplomat, statesman, patriot, 
amd civic leader. |

contacts. They magnify their social value as well 
as their personal pleasure. They are interesting, 
and the interesting person is something to be 
prized. They are interesting because they are in- 
terested in so many things-—whether it be art or 
music, Chaucer or the culture of gladioli, or in 
how to run a steam derrick or harness a horse. 
Vocations get the work done; avocations give | 
mankind a common sympathy and topic of con- 
versation.

THE UNBORN. 


ALLENTYNE, a very distinguished 
Scotchman of large experience and 
broad learning in the subject of 
prenatal influence, gives it as his 

opinion that drunkenness in the parent is 
harmful to the child. He has reference 
to harm done biologically. The economic 
side of the question he puts to one side. 

The study from which I quote related 
to several phases of the prenatal life of 
the child. One of his conclusions is that 
nothing the human parent can do will 
determine the sex of the unborn child. 
That decision is regulated somewhere 
somehow. Man does not teven know 
where or how with any certainty. But, 
‘what is more to the point, whatever de- 
cides is protected against any human in- 
terference. 

Another opinion that he holds is that 
most congenital deformities start within 
the first eight weeks of the life be- 
fore birth. Various kinds of infection, 
trauma and accidents can produce such 


information as to the cause of human 
deformities. _ \ 

In the second period of the lite before 
birth, that is, between the eighth week 
, and the ninth month, the child is consid- 
erably influenced by what happens te the 
mother. If the mother works too hard 
the baby will probably feel the effect. 
Pinard of France thinks it highly impor- 
tant that pregnant women who work 
should be allowed an extra hour or two 
for rest during the course of the day. 

He holds that it is possible to influence 
the nutrition of the child enough te im- 
pair its health by starving the mother. 
The body of a pregnant woman will rob 
its own teeth and bones to supply the 
baby with lime. It will rob itself of fat 
to meet the baby’s need. Nature gues 
to extremes to protect the unborn babe, 


But there is a limit beyond which the 
child is not protected. However, during 
the world war the reasonably strong 
babies born to badly undernourished 
mothers in Germany and Austria were 
frequently written about. 

Babies are born with immunity to cer- 
tain diseases, immunity which has been 
passed to them through the mother’s 
body. Other immunities are passed on 
to babies after birth through the moth- 
er’s milk. 

Balientyne gives the following as the 
effects of alcohol on parents and off- 
spring: The parents are less fertile. The 
offspring have less vigor. They tend to 
die in infancy. They havea high pro- 
portion of developmental defects, espe- 
cially of the brain and nerves of special 
sense. They have an unusual amount 
of epilepsy and amentia.

Budget figures submitted to con- 
gress by the President provided a 
total of $362,000,000 for the needs of 
the navy, a sum $30,000,000 larger 


than the year before. Addition of 
the $55,200,000 item will bring the 
total to $417,200,000, a record for 
naval expenditures since the holding 
of the Washington navy treaty in 
1921 and 1922. | 

Should cOngress approve the navy’s 
plan, it is likely that naval budgets 
will rise continually for some years, 
with $500,000,000 budgets a common- 
place within a short time. Secretary 
Wilbur ran into considerable opposi- 
tion from the committee on his pro 
posal that no time limit should be set 
in the bill itself, either for beginning 
or completing the new cruisers and 
other auxiliaries. 

Question of Time Limit.

Gaspare Nicotri, noted Italian crimi- 
nologist and historian, is the author 
of an Italian work that has just been 
received in Chicago, in which consid- 
erable mention is made of the local 
gang wars and the ways in which 
they resemble and differ from the 
original Italian Mafia.

“Sapho” Revival.

If it had not been for the flaming 
performance of Mary Garden, the chief 
memories of the revival of Massenet's 
“ Sapho”’ at the Auditorium t night 
would have been of lots of trouble 
taken on a piece that was not worth it. 
“Sapho” is an entrant in the contest 
of unimportant stage works. 

Dramatically its value died out long 
ago, if it ever really existed. Musi- 
cally it is a step-sister of ‘‘ Werther ”’ 
without its charm, with sometimes a 
fleeting resemblance to some of the 
non-essentials of “ Thais” and an oc- 
casional disturbing caricature of “ Le 
Jongleur.’”’” There is a pretty little 
duet in the second act, charmingly 
sung by Fernand Ansseau and Lucille 
Meusel, and a good musical idea in 
the fifth, but these are hardly enough 
to make an opera.

New Light Conception.

That newest conception of the uni-— 
verse of matter and the nature of ra- 


diation around us, that light not only 
travels as waves, but is composed of 
particles, and that ultimates of these 
particles, the atoms ard electrons, 
have the same wavelike charactér, 
was explained last “night by Prof, Ar- 
thur H. Compton, Nobel prize winner, 
at the facuity dinner of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, | 


How to bring these two conceptions - 


together is the next problem for the 
physicists, Prof. Compton said, and he. 
added that five years from now they 
hope to have an answer. As for prac- 
tical applications, the world is a&k- 
ing the same question that the King 
of Sweden asked him on his recent 
visit to receive Noble honors, “ What 
is the use of it all?” 

“TI told him that I was wondering 
about: it- myself,”’ said Prof. Compton. 
“A oentury ago it wag felt that the 
existence of light waves was proved. 
Fifty years ago Maxwell showed the 
electi*o-magnetic action, then came 
Herts and electric waves. We are so 
familiar now with waves and frequen- 
cles that we feel them as part of the 
universe around us. 

“ Binstein revived the idea that 
light consists of corpuscles. Now we 
have got what we feel is goed eavi- 
dence that light consists of particles, 
good proof of both waves and parti- 
cles. A French physiciat asked Why 
not wave lengths for eléctfons. Two 
American physicists in the Béll labo- 
ratories showed that electricity Has 
the properties of waves. We now say 
with some confidence that particles 
(atoms and electrons) have the charac- 
ter of waves. Just where afe we? It 
seems as though there must be -no 
contradiction between these two points 
of view. 

“The beauty of the development of 
the subject in itself means midst to 
those working in it. Those’ in re- 
search cannot help it. They find- a 
beauty in it, a\ picture of the nattire 
of the world about us, radiation, a 
moving picture, if you please. , 

“ The secret of the advance of west- 
ern civilization is in the birth and 
continued growth of the spirit of «ci. 
ence. The applications gf the truths 
of scientific study madé our civiliza- 
tion. Whether it is a desirable state 
it is hard to gay, but we cannét go 
back. The future of our civilization 
lies in the advance of science, That 
stirs to do our utmost,”

Hunters who must tramp through 
snow, slush, or mud during the mid- 
winter months, often find the problem 
of suitable footwear quite puzzling 
as a boot that is waterproof yet not 
too heavy is not easy to select. Snow- 
shoe enthusiasts also must @hoose 
their footwear with care as a boot 
/with a heel will not do. When we were 
\in Ontario on a moose hunt we 
checked with the guides on the type 
of footwear which they have found 
best for hunting in the snow. Their 
choice was a combination rubber and 
leather high topped boot without a 
| heel. We took such footgear with us 
-for use on our trip and found it per- 
‘fect for hiking or snowshoeing in 
snow. 

- The boot that we used up there and 

have used in the middle west is com- 
monly called a “pac.” The sole is 
made of crepe rubber while the lower 
part of the boot to a point just above 
the ankle is also rubber. This gives 
you protection which is absolutely 
waterproof. From the ankle almost 
up to the knee the pac is made of 
waterproofed leather: Give it an oc- 
casional rub down with a waterproof- 
ing solution and you can wade in 
water without a trickle penetrating to 
your foot. The pac can be secured 
| with or without a heel. We used the 
heelless model as required for snow- 
shoeing. 

However, in order to lift out heels 
and at the same time get the benefit 
of “cushioned” walking we inserted 
a small rubber heel in each pac. This 
was giued to the fleece innersole. 
Thus we had a “heelless” walking 
boot but at the same time a boot with 
heels.

Hears Massenet Version 
Sung by Mary Garden. 


BY ELMER DOUGLASS. 
The broadcast of the second and 
third acts of the Chicago Civic Opera 
company's production of Massenet’s 
“Sapho,” with Mary Garden as the 
star, was of course last evening’s radio 
attraction, through W-G-N and the 
usual long list of chain stations. 

“ Sapho,” an adaptation of Alphonse 
Daudet’s novel, is not on the list of 
my operatic acquaintances and I can 
safely assume that it is also an un- 
familiar opera, or lyric play, as the 
announcer classified it, to all but a 
few among the radio audience, so we 
are for the most part on equally un- 
familiar common ground. 

To me this opera possessed fewer 
moments of interest and was of less 
musical] significance than others in the 
present operatic series. 
Unfortunately the radio audience 
could not see the dramatic action by 
the singers. The chorus was scarcely 
heard. 

So my impression is that the interest 
in these two acts centers almost en- 
tirely in the work of the soloists. And 
their arias passed by indifferently due 
to our unfamiliarity with them. 

The announcer was decidedly effec- 
tive in his version of Mary Garden's 
theory of the moral to be found ‘in 
this opera that the gossip of a dozen 
women gathered around a tea table is 
of far less importance to a woman's 
character than if one man should 
start talking. From the opera, also, 
Miss Garden drawe the conclusion 
that the chief aim of woman’s life is 
domesticity. 

It is a long cry from grand opera 
to Irving Berlin, but nevertheless, the 
Irving Berlin prog.am from New 
York, through WLIB, 7:30 to 8, was 
one of the treats, in its way, on the 
air last evening. There is a certain 
haunting, almost ingratiating, someé- 
thing about Mr. Berlin's music. 

This quality seéms akin to genius. 
Note after note, chord after chord, -fol- 
lows one another in obvious natural- 
ness. And not least, or perhaps the 
most important for popular consump- 
tion, his music is peculiarly perso 
Perhaps I have robbed myself 
space to do justice to the joint recital 
by Hazel Simms, pianist, and Esther 
Muenstermann, contralto—WMAQ,.

I dare say Miss Simms’ style of 
playing is such as many love to hear.
